WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  sca¬ 
thing  report  card  from  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  is  certain  to  intensify 
pressure  on  the  nation’s  colleges  to 
improve  the  way  they  teach  under¬ 
graduates. 

The  quality  of  college  teaching  has 
been  largely  ignored  in  the  debate 
that  has  raged  in  the  1980s  over  how 
to  improve  U.S.  high  schools. 

But  the  book-length  critique  re¬ 
leased  over  the  weekend  by  Ernest  L. 
Boyer,  former  U.S.  commissioner  of 
education,  said  the  nation’s  2,100 
four-year  colleges  are  a  “troubled  in¬ 
stitution.” 

“Driven  by  careerism  and  oversha¬ 
dowed  by  graduate  and  professional 
education,  many  of  the  nation’s  col¬ 
leges  are  more  successful  in 
credentialing  than  in  providing  a 
quality  education,”  Boyer  concluded. 

His  report,  “Colleges:  The  Under¬ 
graduate  Experience  in  America,”  is 
based  on  a  three-year,  $1  million 
study  that  included  surveys  of 
thousands  of  faculty  and  students, 
and  first-hand  inspections  of  29  cam¬ 
puses. 

It  calls  on  colleges  to  prize  good 
teaching  and  get  away  from  the  pub- 
lish-or-perish  syndrome,  which 
Boyer  said  in  an  interview  has 
spawned  “a  system  of  third-rate  arti¬ 
cles  in  third-rate  journals.” 

It  also  calls  for  curtailing  bigtime 
sports  to  cure  academic  abuses;  re¬ 
quiring  all  college  seniors  to  write  a 
thesis  and  defend  it  orally;  and  ending 
at  most  colleges  the  practice  of  forc¬ 
ing  applicants  to  take  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  or  American  College 
Test.  Boyer  said  most  colleges  are  not 
really  selective  and  do  not  need  the 
multiple-choice  test  scores. 

He  also  roundly  criticized  the  trend 
away  from  liberal  arts  and  education 
toward  narrow  career  training  for  the 
nation’s  5  million  undergraduates. 

Many  of  his  criticisms  echo  points 
that  William  J.  Bennett  has  made 
during  his  20  months  as  U.S.  secret¬ 
ary  of  education,  including  his  recent 
controversial  address  at  Harvard 
University.  In  that  speech,  Bennett 
said  colleges  are  “pious,  self- 
congratulatory  and  suffused  with  the 
aura  of  moral  superiority.” 

Bennett’s  speech  was  greeted  with 
outrage  from  college  presidents  such 
as  Harvard’s  Derek  Bok  and  Prince¬ 
ton  University’s  William  Bowen,  as 
well  as  Robert  Atwell,  president  of 
the  American  Council  on  Education. 

But  the  initial  reaction  to  Boyer’s 
critique  was  one  effusive  praise.  Bok 
has  scheduled  a  symposium  at  Har¬ 
vard  on  Nov.  12-13  to  discuss  the  re¬ 
commendations. 


Jacobsen  freed ; 
others  'are  in  heir 


WIESBADEN,  West  Germany 
(AP)  —  David  Jacobsen  told  Monday 
of  his  great  joy  in  being  released  from 
more  than  17  months  of  captivity  but 
said  other  Americans  still  held  by 
Lebanese  kidnappers  “are  in  hell”  and 
must  be  set  free. 

Jacobsen,  55,  arrived  at  the  U.S. 
military  air  base  in  Wiesbaden  one 
day  after  being  freed  by  his  Shiite 
Moslem  captors.  Anglican  Church  en¬ 
voy  Terry  Waite  accompanied  Jacob¬ 
sen,  who  was  serving  as  administra¬ 
tor  of  the  American  University  hos¬ 
pital  in  Beirut  when  he  was  abducted 
on  May  28,  1985. 

Waite,  who  has  negotiated  to  free 
the  hostages  since  last  year,  said  he 
would  keep  on  seeking  the  release  of 
five  other  Americans  who  are  among 
19  foreigners  still  missing  in 
Lebanon. 

They  include  Terry  A.  Anderson, 
chief  Middle  East  correspondent  of 
The  Associated  Press,  and  Thomas 
Sutherland,  acting  dean  of  agricul¬ 
ture  at  the  university,  who  also  have 
been  held  since  early  1985. 

Jacobsen,  from  Huntington  Beach, 
Calif. ,  was  examined  at  the  Air  F orce 
hospital.  Col.  Charles  K.  Maffet,  hos¬ 
pital  director,  told  a  news  conference 
that,  “although  he  is  tired,  our  initial 
impression  is  that  he  is  physically  in 
very  good  condition.  It  also  seems 
that  he  has  dealt  with  the  stresses  of 
his  captivity  remarkably  well.” 

Maffet  said  the  medical  evaluation 


would  be  completed  in  a  few  days. 
“Initial  evaluation  did  not  reveal  any 
evidence  of  physical  abuse,”  he  said, 
adding  that  Jacobsen  was  eating  nor¬ 
mal  foods  and  even  had  some  wine. 

“It  appears  he  has  lost  very  little 
weight.  Again,  he  is  fit.”  the  colonel 
said.  “He  has  had  no  medication  since 
he’s  been  here.” 

Jacobsen’s  family  is  to  arrive 
Tuesday. 

In  an  emotional  statement  soon  af¬ 
ter  arrival,  he  said  his  happiness  was 
greatly  diminished  by  the  continued 
’  captivity  of  the  others. 

“I  can’t  tell  you  how  very,  very  hap¬ 
py  I  am  here  today.  But  it’s  with  real¬ 
ly  mixed  feelings  to  be  a  free  man 
again,”  he  said.  His  voice  shook  and 
he  appeared  on  the  verge  of  tears. 
“Those  guys  are  in  hell,  and  we’ve 
gotta  get  them  home.” 

“The  best  things  in  life  are  free,”  he 
said,  “and,  by  God,  they  are.” 

Jacobsen  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
pro-Iranian  Shiite  group  Islamic 
Jihad,  as  are  Anderson,  39,  and 
Sutherland,  55. 

He  smiled  ocasionally  and  said  he 
felt  well  but  gave  no  details  of  his 
treatment  during  captivity. 

Waite,  47,  refused  comment  on  his 
attempts  to  free  the  others.  “We’re 
being  very  careful  about  what  we  say 
for  the  moment  because  we’re  just  at 
a  very  critical  stage,”  he  said.  “I’ll  be 
here  probably  for  a  couple  of  days, 
and  then  I  may  be  going  back.”

NICOSIA,  Cyprus  (AP)  —  Angli¬ 
can  envoy  Terry  Waite  says  he  will 
return  soon  in  his  effort  to  free  Amer¬ 
ican  captives  in  Lebanon,  but  his  ab¬ 
sence  Monday,  to  accompany  the  lat¬ 
est  hostage  released,  indicated  a  loss 
in  momentum. 

Waite’s  trip  to  West  Germany  with 
freed  captive  David  Jacobsen  meant  a 
break  in  negotiations  that  could  last 
several  days  at  least. 

A  flurry  of  other  activity  accompa¬ 
nied  Jacobsen’s  release  by  Shiite 
Moslem  kidnappers,  not  all  of  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  related: 

—  U.S.  officials  said  various  chan¬ 
nels  they  did  not  disclose  were  being 
tried  in  pursuing  the  release  of  at 
least  five  other  Americans  still  held  in 
Lebanon.  White  House  spokesman 
Larry  Speakes  insisted  no  conces¬ 
sions  were  being  made  to  the  kidnap¬ 
pers. 

— French  officials  were  said  to  be  in 
Cyprus  and  Damascus,  capital  of 
Syria,  seeking  freedom  for  eight  cap¬ 
tive  Frenchmen,  but  the  French  Em¬ 
bassy  in  Nicosia  refused  comment  be¬ 
yond  saying  there  was  no  movement 
to  report.  A  total  of  19  foreigners  of 
six  nationalities  are  missing  in 
Lebanon. 

There  have  been  contacts  between 
Israel  and  Lebanon’s  mainstream 
Shiite  militia  Amal,  presumably 


through  the  U.N.  peacekeeping  force 
in  south  Lebanon,  about  an  Israeli 
flier  captured  by  Shiite  militiamen 
Oct.  16. 

Israel  seeks  proof  that  the  man  is 
still  alive,  said  sources  who  spoke  on 
condition  of  anonymity.  An  Israeli- 
backed  militia  holds  about  200  prison¬ 
ers,  mostly  Shiites,  in  the  south 
Lebanon  town  of  A1  Khiam. 

A  statement  from  Islamic  Jihad, 
the  pro-Iranian  Shiite  group  that  held 
Jacobsen  and  still  has  at  least  two 
American  captives,  indicated  contact 
between  the  U.S.  government  and 
the  kidnappers. 

It  said  Washington  was  responsible 
for  the  “current  approaches”  on  the 
hostages  and  warned  of  consequences 
“in  case  the  American  government 
fails  to  complete  these  approaches  to 
arrive  at  the  hoped-for  results.” 

Asked  what  new  “approaches”  the 
United  States  was  making,  Speakes 
said:  “I  just  don’t  have  any  comment 
on  that.” 

What  deal  may  have  been  made  for 
the  release  of  Jacobsen,  55,  also  was 
unclear. 

Reports  from  Beirut  have  sug¬ 
gested  Islamic  Jihad,  whose  name 
means  Islamic  Holy  War,  dropped  his 
demand  for  release  of  17  Shiites  jailed 
in  Kuwait  for  bombings  of  the  U.S. 
and  French  embassies  there  in  1983.

The  candidates  submitted  their 
case  to  the  voters  Monday  in  the  tense 
struggle  for  control  of  the  Senate,  the 
shining  prize  in  Tuesday’s  elections  to 
pick  the  nation’s  100th  Congress  and 
three  dozen  governors. 

President  Reagan  played  his  role  as 
Chief  Campaigner  to  the  end,  stump¬ 
ing  for  GOP  candidates  in  two  west¬ 
ern  states  in  a  bid  to  keep  the  Senate 
from  falling  into  hostile  Democratic 
hands  in  his  final  two  years  in  office. 

Visiting  Nevada  for  GOP  Senate 
candidate  Jim  Santini,  the  president 
said,  “It’s  time  we  got  the  facts  out 
about  Jim’s  opponent.  I  don’t  think 
the  fiercely  independent  people  of 
Nevada  want  as  their  senator  a  tax- 
and-sped  liberal  who  is  against  a  ba¬ 
lanced  budget  amendment.” 

Then  it  was  on  to  Costa  Mesa, 
Calif.,  where  the  president  holstered 
his  partisan  rhetoric  in  favor  of  a  sen¬ 
timental  speech  marking  the  end  of 
what  he  termed  “the  last  campaign.” 
The  real  issue,  he  said,  is  “that  future 
that  all  of  us  want:  a  future  of  prosper¬ 
ity,  of  freedom  for  the  individual; 
above  all,  a  future  where  America  is 
safe  and  secure.” 

Leaders  of  both  parties  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  made  their 
final  forays  of  the  nation’s  costliest 
mid-term  campaign  —  and  one  of  the 
nastiest.  Rep.  Guy  Vander  Jagt  of 
Michigan,  who  chairs  the  Republican 
congressional  campaign  committee, 
headed  for  Maryland,  Ohio,  Michi¬ 
gan,  Texas  and  North  Carolina.  His 
Democratic  counterpart,  Rep.  Tony 
Coelho  of  California,  had  a  stop  in 
Annapolis,  Md.  on  his  schedule. 

Most  of  the  attention  nationally 
was  focused  on  the  Senate  races.  Re¬ 
publicans  hold  a  53-47  edge  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  Senate. 

Democrats  said  they  would  gain 
more  than  enough  seats  to  end  six 


years  of  Republican  rule.  The  GOP 
sounded  less  confident  about  predict¬ 
ing  the  outcome. 

The  final  straw  polls  seemed  to 
swirl  in  the  wind  rather  than  blow  in 
any  discernible  direction.  One  new 
survey  had  the  race  for  the  Georgia 
Senate  seat  tightening,  another  said 
the  Republican  incumbent  was  leng¬ 
thening  his  lead. 

Democrats  said  their  best  chances 
for  gains  are  in  Maryland  and  Neva¬ 
da,  where  Republican  incumbents  are 


retiring,  and  Florida,  where  GOP 
Sen.  Paula  Hawkins  is  trailing. 

Republicans  said  they  would  pick 
up  a  seat  in  Missouri,  where  Demo¬ 
cratic  Sen.  Thomas  Eagleton  is  step¬ 
ping  down. 

The  races  in  Alabama,  Colorado, 
Idaho,  North  Dakota  and  South 
Dakota  all  appeared  too  close  to  call, 
and  all  except  Colorado  featured  in¬ 
cumbent  Republicans  battling  to  hold 
their  seats.  Incumbents  seemed  in 
slightly  better  shape  but  not  safe  in 


several  more  states,  including  Re¬ 
publican  seats  in  Georgia,  Alaska, 
Wisconsin  and  Pennsylvania,  and  a 
Democratic  seat  n  California. 

In  the  435-member  House,  there 
was  general  agreement  that  Demo¬ 
crats  would  pad  their  current  major¬ 
ity  by  as  many  as  10  seats.  Republi¬ 
cans  said  that  wouldn’t  be  so  bad, 
pointing  out  that  in  the  last  30  years, 
the  average  election-year  loss  in  the 
sixth  year  of  a  national  administration 
is  47  seats. 


Voters  all  over  the  U.S.  will  have  the  opportunity  to  cast  their  ballots  in  this  year's  election.  Everything  from 
constitutional  amendments  to  governorships  are  on  the  tickets  and  in  some  states  voting  is  expected  to  be 
heavy. 
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Sierra  Club  blasts  Utah  and  Wyoming  congressmen 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Only  congressmen  in  Utah 
and  Wyoming  have  voted  100  percent  wrong  on  five  key 
votes,  the  Sierra  Club  says  in  its  latest  National  News 
Report. 

The  report  says  the  organization  tallied  the  votes  of  all 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  following 
issues: 

—  An  amendment  that  would  have  allowed  cities  to 
exempt  themselves  from  the  requirement  that  industrial 
toxic  wastes  be  pretreated  before  going  into  sewer  sys¬ 
tems.  Reps.  Jim  Hansen,  David  Monson  and  Howard  Niel¬ 
son,  both  R-Utah,  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  mea¬ 
sure.  The  bill  was  defeated  in  the  House,  257-167. 

—  An  amendment  to  require  farmers  to  use  conserva¬ 
tion  practices  on  highly  erodible  land.  This  measure  was 
adopted  by  the  House,  313-90,  but  all  of  Utah’s  House 
members  voted  against  it. 

Reagan  appeals  to  public  in 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  campaign  for  control  of 
the  Senate,  notable  mostly  for  its  excesses  of  money  and 
mudslinging,  wound  down  as  Democrats  and  Republicans 
made  their  final  pitches  and  then  waited  anxiously  for  the 
voters’  response  Tuesday. 

Democrats,  with  history  and  the  election-year  arith¬ 
metic  on  their  side,  were  trying  to  regain  the  majority 
that  was  swept  away  six  years  ago  in  the  landslide  that 
carried  Ronald  Reagan  into  the  White  House. 

Republicans  —  still  hoping  Reagan  can  rally  the  public 
one  more  time  with  his  “last  hurrah”  blitz  —  nonetheless 
were  talking  more  and  more  about  the  long  odds  facing 
GOP  candidates. 

In  person  in  California  and  Nevada,  on  television 
screens  around  the  country  and  even  via  automatic  tele¬ 
phone  machines  that  delivered  prerecorded  personal  ap¬ 
peals. 

Reagan  seemed  to  be  everywhere  at  once  urging  the 
public  not  to  let  him  down.

—  A  proposal  to  require  industries  to  provide  informa¬ 
tion  about  routine  emissions  of  toxic  waste.

—  A  substitute  amendment  that  would  have  weakened 
a  resolution  that  eventually  passed  the  House.  The  resolu¬ 
tion  urged  President  Reagan  to  resume  negotiations  on  a 
comprehensive  nuclear  test  ban  treaty.  The  move  to 
weaken  the  resolution  failed  by  268-158,  although  Hansen, 
Monson  and  Nielson  voted  for  it. 

—  An  amendment  that  sought  to  strip  the  Great  Basin 
National  Park  proposal  from  the  Nevada  Wilderness  Pro¬ 
tection  Act.  The  park  eventually  passed  by  voice  vote.  The 
House  defeated  the  proposal  to  strip  the  park  from  the  bill 
by  a  vote  of  247-151,  but  Hansen,  Monson  and  Nielson 
voted  in  favor  of  removing  the  park.

The  fight  in  Nevada  to  replace  the  president’s  long-time 
friend  Paul  Laxalt,  who  is  retiring  from  the  Senate,  has 
become  a  key  battleground  with  the  national  Republican 
hierarchy  from  Reagan  to  RNC  Chairman  Frank  J. 
Fahrenkopf  Jr.  to  Laxalt  taking  a  personal  role  in  the 
effort. 

Despite  the  firepower,  some  Republicans  counted  the 
campaign  of  Jim  Santini,  a  former  House  member  and 
former  Democrat,  a  lost  cause  against  Democratic  Rep. 
Harry  Reid. 

Reagan,  though,  kept  slugging  Monday,  suggesting 
Santini’s  rival  was  “a  tax-and-spend  liberal”  who,  in  the 
House,  “voted  against  me  more  often  than  Teddy 
Kennedy  —  and  that’s  saying  something.” 

After  the  one-hour  airport  stop,  Reagan  was  moving  on 
to  the  campaign  finale,  an  outdoor  rally  in  Costa  Mesa, 
Calif. ,  to  boost  Republican  Rep.  Ed  Zschau. 

Zechau  is  struggling  in  his  bid  to  unseat  three-term 
Democratic  Sen.  Alan  Cranston. 

brutal  as  myths  depict 


PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  —  Contrary  to  myth,  savage 
tribes  rarely  seized  Christian  missionaries  on  impulse  and 
ate  them,  according  to  a  University  of  Pennsylvania  re¬ 
searcher. 

Bound  by  complex  taboos,  cannibals  were  much  more 
circumspect  as  they  tried  to  serve  their  gods  and  feed  their 
souls,  says  Peggy  Reeves  Sanday,  author  of  a  new  study, 
“Divine  Hunger,  Cannibalism  as  a  Cultural  System.” 

Dead  relatives  or  enemy  captives  were  much  more  like¬ 
ly  fare,  she  says.  Sampling  other  people,  especially  for  the 
sake  of  a  meal,  was  considered  the  “ultimate  anti-social 
act,”  sometimes  punishable  by  death. 


“The  taboo  comes  with  who  you  eat  and  how  you  eat 
them,”  she  says. 

“You  couldn’t  just  eat  anybody.” 

Sanday,  a  Ph.D.  in  anthropology  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  culled  her  findings  from  centuries  of  re¬ 
ports  by  missionaries,  tribesman  and  travelers. 

She  found  that  a  meal  of  human  flesh  almost  always  had 
cultural  and  piritual  significance,  and  was  not  just  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  nutrition. 

Often  the  cooking  was  accompanied  by  singing  and 
other  ceremony,  and  was  deeply  interwoven  into  the  soci¬ 
ety’s  sense  of  death  and  reproduction,  she  says. 


Supreme  Court  takes  action  on  anti-abortion,  desegregation 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Supreme  Court  on  Mon¬ 
day  limited  state  anti-abortion  efforts  and  also  allowed  an 
end  to  forced  busing  as  a  means  of  desegregating  a  South¬ 
ern  city’s  elementary  schools. 

By  a  5-3  vote,  the  court  ruled  that  Arizona  may  not  cut 
off  state  aid  to  private  goups  because  they  offer,  among 
other  things,  abortions  or  abortion  counseling.  At  issue 
was  whether  state  money  may  be  withheld  from  such 
organizations,  even  if  that  money  itself  is  not  used  for  such 
services.  Monday’s  precedent-setting  answer  was  no. 

In  a  separate  action,  the  justices  refused  to  order  the 
reinstatement  of  busing  to  racially  desegregate  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  in  Norfolk,  Va. 

The  court,  over  one  dissenting  vote,  let  stand  the  city 
school  board’s  Neighborhood  Elementary  Schools  Plan 


that  went  into  effect  in  September.  Opponents  call  the 
plan  a  tool  of  “resegregation.” 

In  other  action,  the  court: 

—  Set  the  stage  for  an  important  criminal  justice  deci¬ 
sion  by  agreeing  to  decide  whether  defendants  awaiting 
trial  my  be  denied  bail  if  deemed  to  be  dangerous  to  the 
community. 

The  Reagan  administration  is  attempting  to  reinstate  a 
federal  preventive  detention  law  in  the  case  of  two  re¬ 
puted  Mafia  leaders  from  New  York  City.  Opponents  say 
the  law  contradicts  the  traditional  presumption  that  ev¬ 
eryone  is  innocent  until  proved  guilty. 

—  Agreed  to  study  a  Utah  case  asking  whether  reli¬ 
gious  employers  are  free  to  hire  only  members  of  their 
own  faith,  even  for  non-religious  jobs. 


Great  Salt  Lake  continues  to  rise  in  spite  of  low  water  year 


OGDEN  (AP)  —  The  1986-87  water  year  is  off  to  a  dry 
start  in  Utah,  but  it  hasn’t  helped  keep  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  from  rising  at  an  above-normal  pace,  officials  said. 

Rainfall  averaged  35  to  95  percent  of  normal  along  the 
Wasatch  Front  during  October,  and  temperatures  were 
1.7  degrees  below  normal. 

The  dry,  mild  conditions  couldn’t  keep  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  from  rising  to  4,210.95  feet  above  sea  level  by  Satur¬ 
day.  The  swollen  lake  has  gone  up  3  inches  since  reaching 
its  seasonal  low  Sept.  15.  It  now  is  2.6  feet  higher  than  it 
was  last  year  at  this  time,  and  in  the  last  month,  the  lake 
has  gone  up  1.8  inches,  three  times  its  normal  October 
increase. 


Bill  Alder,  meteorologist  in  charge  of  the  National 
Weather  Service  office  at  Salt  lake  City,  said  the  increase 
is  the  result  of  record  inflows  that  still  are  pouring  into  the 
lake.  “It’s  discouraging  that  the  lake  is  still  going  up  in  dry 
weather,  but  when  you  consider  the  inflows  from  the 
spring  and  the  late  summer,  it’s  not  surprising,”  he  said. 

The  last  month  was  one  of  the  driest  Octobers  in  years 
along  the  Wasatch  Front,  he  said. 

Salt  Lake  City  received  39  hundredths  of  an  inch  of  rain 
during  October,  34  percent  of  normal.  Ogden  received 
seven-tenths  of  an  inch,  44  percent  of  the  monthly  normal. 
Farmington  ended  with  64  hundredths  of  an  inch  and 
Brigham  City’s  rainfall  totaled  54  hundredths  of  an  inch. 


BYU  elementary  education  professor  dies 


Rex  A.  Wadham,  55,  a  23-year  as¬ 
sociate  professor  of  elementary  edu¬ 
cation,  died  Saturday  at  his  home  in 
Provo  of  respiratory  failure. 

Educated  in  New  Zealand,  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  bachelor’s  and  master’s  de¬ 
grees  from  BYU  and  his  doctorate 
from  the  University  of  Utah. 

“His  student  ratings  were  always 
excellent  and  exceptional;  he  gave  ev¬ 
erything  he  had  to  BYU  because  he 


believed  it  had  an  eternal  destiny,” 
said  James  W.  Dunn,  curriculum  and 
instructional  science  chairman.

French  acting  group 
at  'Y'  for  first  time

French  acting  company,  Claude

Moliere’s  “Le  Misanthrope”  Tuesday 
evening  in  the  JSB  auditorium. 

“This  is  the  first  time  a  French  com¬ 
pany  has  come  to  BYU,”  said  John 
Green,  a  retired  BYU  french  profes¬ 
sor.  “I  really  feel  it’s  a  great  privilege 
to  have  them  perform  here.” 

The  play  will  be  performed  in 
French  by  French  actors  from  Paris. 

Moliere  is  the  No.  1  French  play¬ 
wright  of  all  time,  said  Green.  And 
while  many  regard  “Le  Misanthrope” 
as  Moliere’s  finest  play,  in  popularity 
it  ranks  after  “Tartuffe,”  “les 
Femmes  savantes,”  and  “l’Avare.” 

While  Moliere  was  mainly  a  comedy 
playwright,  “Le  Misanthrope”  repre¬ 
sented  some  of  his  innovation  in  the 
17th  Century  theater,  said  Gary 


Lambert,  associate  professor  of 
French. 

“It  is  a  play  of  a  different  kind,  in 
that  it  doesn’t  have  the  farcical  ele¬ 
ments  of  his  earlier  plays,”  he  added. 
“It’s  a  study  of  character  more  than  a 
play  with  lots  of  action.” 

The  play,  first  performed  more 
than  300  years  ago,  is  about  a  man 
who  hates  the  world  and  trys  to  cor¬ 
rect  it. 

“He  thinks  the  world  is  going  to  the 
dogs,  so  he  trys  to  straighten  it  out,” 
said  Charles  Metten,  professor  of  the¬ 
ater  and  film.  “It  deals  with  the  prob¬ 
lems  he  encounters  in  trying  to  make 
it  better.” 

The  play  will  begin  at  7:30  p.m.  Ad¬ 
mission  is  $2,  but  is  free  to  members 
of  the  French  Club.

The  workshops  deal  with  various  recreational  activities 
such  as  4-H,  which  teach  residents  how  to  do  things  with 
their  hands,  such  as  sewing  or  woodworking.

The  training  school  has  received  a  lot  of  volunteer  goods 
from  local  stores  and  businesses  over  the  years. 

“These  donated  goods  are  new,  which  helps  a  lot  in 
furnishing  things  for  the  residents.  These  businesses  have 
delivered  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  materials,”  said 
Blackburn. 

He  added  that  there  is  a  group  of  high  school  girls  who 
are  taking  the  responsibility  for  an  entire  building  and 
who  are  planning  celebrations  for  birthdays.  “They  will 
also  be  doing  a  Sub-F or-Santa  for  six  of  the  residents  who 
do  not  have  family  involvement.” 

One  lady  comes  in  for  an  eight-hour  shift  and  goes  to 
each  of  the  buildings  to  play  the  piano  for  the  residents. 

Jennifer  Evans,  a  12-year-old  from  Lehi,  has  been  a 
volunteer  at  the  training  school  since  she  was  9  1/2. 

“Jennifer  helps  out  with  a  lot  of  extra  activities  when 
they  take  some  of  the  residents  to  the  fair,  the  Salt  Palace 
or  Lagoon,”  said  Paulette  Evans,  Jennifer’s  mother.  Jen¬ 
nifer  also  helps  with  activities  the  regular  staff  does  not 
have  time  for.  “This  is  the  passion  of  her  life  and  she  is 
really  excited  to  help  out  whenever  she  can.” 

Most  of  the  residents  who  live  at  the  training  school 
range  between  the  ages  of  18  and  30,  but  the  training 
school  does  have  residents  who  are  pre-schoolers  and 
senior  citizens.

Utah  Gov.  Norman  H.  Bangerter  has  declared 
Nov.  1  through  Dec.  19  as  the  “Hunger  Hurts” 
drive,  asking  citizens  of  Utah  to  donate  goods  for 
those  who  need  help. 

According  to  the  governor’s  office,  each  month 
more  than  6,000  individuals  and  families  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Valley  face  emergency  situations  and  turn  to 
local  food  banks  for  help. 

“This  year’s  escalating  demands  have  placed  an 
even  greater  burden  on  Utah’s  emergency  food 
banks,”  said  Bangerter. 

The  Hunger  Hurts  drive  was  held  last  year  and 
was  quite  successful,  according  to  Margaret  Jones, 
administrative  assistant  of  the  Department  of  So¬ 
cial  Services.  The  department  started  the  drive  in 
1983  when  some  employees  got  together  to  help 


“As  we  begin  the  holiday  season,  it  is  appropriate 
that  we  share  our  abundance  with  others,  said 
Bangerter.  “In  Utah  there  are  people  who  are  fac¬ 
ing  hard  times;  some  are  out  of  work  or  single 
women  with  children.” 

Suggested  donation  items  include  rice,  beans, 
powdered  milk,  canned  meats,  canned  fish,  canned 
soups,  flour  and  baby  food. 

The  governor’s  office  said  to  donate  only  imper¬ 
ishable,  commercially  prepared  foods  (no  home- 
canned,  fresh  produce  or  meat).  “State  employees 
are  gearing  up  for  the  food  collection.  People  and 
groups  wanting  to  donate  may  contact  any  of  the 
Community  Service  Food  Banks,”  said  Bangerter. 

“We  want  this  drive  to  become  an  annual  thing. 
This  way  we  can  help  the  food  pantries  have  food 
available  after  the  Thanksgiving  distribution,”  he 
said. 


Locations  in  Utah  County  accepting  donations 
are  Provo  Community  Church  and  St.  Francis 
Parish.  In  Salt  Lake  County  donations  can  be  taken 
to  the  Rescue  Mission  at  463  S.  400  West,  the 
Salvation  Army  at  54  W.  700  South  and  St.  Vincent 
De  Paul  at  132  S.  300  West. 

The  food  pantries  are  open  24  hours  a  day  and  the 
food  banks  are  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

No  goals  have  been  set  for  the  amount  of  food  or 
money  expected  to  be  donated  but  it  is  hoped  that 
each  state  employee  will  donate  three  units  per 
person.  Individuals  wishing  to  make  tax-deductible 
cash  donations  should  make  checks  out  to  the  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Council,  212  W.  1300  South,  Salt 
Lake  City. 

“Let’s  reach  out  and  open  our  hearts  and  purses. 
I  encourage  each  of  you  to  join  with  me  in  opening 
the  cupboards  this  holiday  season  that  no  one  in 
Utah  need  go  hungry,”  said  Bangerter.
